A TRIBUTE TO FREEM:N GOSDEN; by Gherles Folmes 


fnother link with the pest, with whet accuretely is celled the Golden Age of 
Radio, wes lost with the deeth of Freemen F. Gosden, &3. Gosden passed into 
eternal rest Dec, 10...ven in his heydey, Wr. Gosden's neme wes not a household 
word, but the nemes of some woe the chrrecters he crested were. His brainchild, 
the AMOS 17 ANDY comedy progren, wes one of the most populer and longest—run- 
ning shows on radio. It first ves broade-st coast-to-coast (es the announcers 
used to say with pride) in 1629. By the mid-1930s it had become a national insti~ 
tution. It wes on the sir then 5 nights r week. Stores, restaurants and bers 
pai their redios on et 7 p.m. to keep from losing customers. Movie theaters 

nterrupted their showings and wheeled radios on stege so p trons could crtch the 
Jabeei episode. 

Gosden not only wrote the show but elso eterred es mos, His pertner Cherles 

"rell, who died 10 years ago, pleyad the role of Andy. Formatly they were 

ine Jcnes and Andrew H Brown, ats A friends end operators of the Fresh 

tit Taxi Co, in Herlem. The progrem wes e forerunner of whet now is celled sitcom 
but is alweys wes in a cless of its owns’. Freeman Gosden peopled AMOS 'N ANDY 
with ee es cherecters end did the voices of severel himself, in eddition 
to ths role of Amos. There wes George Stevens, otherwise. known es the Kingfish, 

heed of the Mystic Knights of the See lodge end redis's original con men. There 
wes the slew-footed, slow-talking l- wee Migoneuin J Calhoun. There were Anos's 
wire, Ruby end Nedame Queen end “ndy's secretery, Niss Blue. 

Tasre wers meny other ecuelly entertaining cherecters who ceme end went with 
the pessing of the yerrs - 31 years to be exact. The show went off the sir in 1960 
under pressure from the NAACP and other civil rights orgenizations which com 
plained thet the Negro dielect Gosden and Correll (both white) used wos demeen~ 
ing crl cherged thet the show's formet wes en insult to the Negro rece. 

Thasa ellegations overlooked the fact thet contemporery radio progrems featured 
charactsrg who a ag on Germen or Itelien accents or otherwise exploited 


se a differencen. Those allegetions also overlooked the fact that Amos wes 
portveyead as a eer prose ie bleck, a loving husbahd end devoted fether, a church- 


goer who believed in ba br sic goodness of his fellow man. His petience wes 
sove! sA tried ot times by Andy, his gullible pertner, who wes given to fency 
ig cigars a?“ ATOE - ae wip elso had a big herrt when it ceme 
ile 


MOS 'N ANDY wes not funny eee i: demowrs were portreyed as blaekcs. It 
's Sunny hecanse the scripts were clever, the situe tions humorous end the cher- 
ters áram from real Life, The program eid not denigrate. It looked, in a spec» 
l way, ot the foibles end the virtues of pecple end whet it saw mede you laugh- 
ov cry. ANL ecmecy is exaggeretion, in verying degrees. ANOS 'N ANDY was no ex- 
ception on tart acora, but it wes exceptionel in other weys. 

TE Lizicns, gethered eround their radios in living rooms across the 
lend, leugh in e Depression decede when there wes not too much for most people 
to leugh about, Witaout ridicule, without re ely witheut vulgerity it encbled 
listeners to escepe for a few minutes eech night the herch reelities of life, 

Freeman Godsen end Ch-rles Correll seid time and time egein they meant to hurt 
no one's feelings, that they hed only respect for blecks, They wonted only to 
entertain and they Gid. Ligtening to then, leughing with them, you could let 
your imegineticns run fres, unfettered by the limitrtions of a 25minch screen. AMOS 
iT ANDY mede the transition to television in the 1950's end lested a few yeers, 
but the show never wes quite the scme as the one you heerd on your Nejestic 
redio et 7 o'clock beck in the 1930s
